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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed August 13^*^, 2003 have been 
carefully considered and entered. Claims 1-10 have been canceled and new claims 11-17 have 
been added. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-10 renders moot the claim objections, double 
patenting rejections, and claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as set forth in sections 1-8 of the 
last Office Action. Thus, these objections and rejections are withdrawn. Applicant's newly added 
claims are now found patentably distinguishable over the prior art of record for reasons set forth 
herein below. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on August 12*^ 2003, disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
09/920,673,6,436,887, and 6,495,499 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
11-17. 

Specifically, the combination of Blanvalet et al. (US 5,380,452) in view of Lloyd et al. 
(US 4,600,620) or Smith, III et al. (US 5,914,177) fails to disclose or fairly suggest a floor 
cleaning wipe which comprises (a) 5 wt. % to 20 wt. % of a water insoluble substrate formed 
from two layers, wherein one of said layers is a hydrophobic chemically bonded polyester non- 
woven fabric, comprising 5% to 25% of the water insoluble substrate and the other layer is a 
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needle punched cellulosic non-woven fabric comprising 75% to 95% of the water insoluble 
substrate; and (b) 80 wt. % to 95 wt. % of a liquid floor cleaning composition, wherein said 
composition is impregnated in said water insoluble substrate; the composition of the liquid floor 
cleaning composition comprises an alkali metal salt of a long chain unsaturated fatty acid, an 
amine oxide surfactant, a sultaine surfactant, a perfume, a preservative and water. An updated art 
search did not produce any new substantial art for which to base a rejection and presently no 
motivation exists to combine references to form an obvious type rejection.
